As a re- 
sult of the letter from Mr. Bird, | 
the immigration officers went ‘on 
board, their appearance being the 
signal for an incipient riot. The 
Hindus branished all sorts | of 
weapons, and kept up a fierce tu- 
imult for a considerable time, 
though . Mr. Hopkinson, one of 
the officials, addressed them 
their own language, assuring 
them that everything would be 
done that was possible to allay 
their sufferings. 

When about to leave the vessel, 
the voice of Dr. Ragunath, who is 
the regimental surgeon of the 

native army corps in Hong Kong, 
was heard shouting that the Hin- 
;dus had threatened to kill him, 
and Gurdit Singh joined in in an 
appeal to the eflicials to save 
them from the fury ‘of their fol- 
| lowers. Instructions were at 
once given to the Japanese crew 
‘to protect both of them, and an 
| assurance _Was given that — the 
order Would be attended to,
